WAR VETERAN 
STRICKEN AT 
SAWTELLE 


Embra Washburn, a pioneer of 
Richmond and a veteran of. the civil 
war, passed away at tee soldiers’ 
home at Sawtelle, in the southern 
part of the state near Los Angeles, 
Wednerday, and the family here 


o’clock. The telegram also an- 
nounced that the body would be in- 
terred in the soldiers’ home ceme- 
tery tomorrow morning at 8:30 
o'clock. Charles Washburn, the 
son, and the sole surviving close 
relative of the veteran, wired to the 
authorities at Sawtelle to hold the 
funeral until a later hour in the 
day, so that. he would have time 
to reach there to attend the fun- 
eral. Although no answer has yet 
come from there to Washburn’s re- 
quest, it is presumed that his wishes 
will be complied with. 

Deceased was 86 years of age 
and a native of West Virginia, but 
he spent the most of, his life before 
coming to Richmond in Indiana, 
and it was from: this state that he 
enlisted early in the civil war with
